DON’T TOUCH THIS PLANT —The plant pictured is a danger to human beings, and 
all area residents should be aware that it has been sighted in Garrett County. It is called 
“giant hogweed” and is hazardous to many people. It can cause painful, burning blisters 
that arise 24 to 48 hours after contact. The plants can also cause painless red spots 
that later develop into purplish welts. These marks can cause scarring that can persist 
for years. The plant resembles the Queen Anne's lace flower, but is much larger, and 
develops a thick, hollow stalk with purple blotches and coarse white hair-like fringes. 
The flowers bloom in June and July and are in a flat-topped array that can grow up to 
2% feet across. The plants pictured above were growing along Hutton Road and have 
since been burned down. Persons who think they have spotted any giant hogweed 
plants should call the giant hogweed hotline at 1-877-464-9333.

There are scores of variables 
involved in its operation, one or any combination of 
which can create huge problems in the production of 
our newspaper. While we believe we have crossed 
the major hurdles in its operation, our pressmen are 
still learning some of the finer points, and gain valu- 
able knowledge and experience every single time 


they make a press run. 


As anyone who works with large pieces of ma- 
chinery knows, almost like human beings, every ma- 
chine is slightly different from the next, even if both 
are the same brand, model, age, etc. They each have 
their own little quirks and oddities that can be dis- 
covered and addressed only through continued use. 

There have been two or three Thursdays since 
Apnl when we simply could not make the mail 
truck, meaning that our mailed copies did not get to 
the post office until Friday morning. It certainly was 
not because we weren't working hard. We cannot 
guarantee that it won't happen again, but we think 
that it will be a rare occurrence hence forth. 

We also want our readers to know that the proce- 
dure for bagging and mailing of our newspaper was 
changed significantly as of June 1, at the direction of 
the U.S. Postal Service, with the hope that the deliv- 
ery of our newspaper has been expedited. Most of 
the feedback from our subscribers concerning speed 
of delivery has been positive, with many reporting 
receiving their copies a day, or even two days, 
sooner. We encourage readers to let us know, pref 
erably via e-mail (newsroom@therepublicannews.- 
com), about any changes in their receipt of their 
newspaper, both positive and negative. 

So thanks again for sticking with us through what 
has, at times, been an extremely stressful, difficult

Transportation 

* Never leave your pet in 
an unattended car. On

* When you bring your 
pet along on a car ride, use 
a pet safety harness. If an 
accident were to occur, a 
pet safety harness can en-

your pet. 

* Protect your pet from 
the heat by providing him/ 
her with large amounts of 
fresh water and keeping 
them indoors with you and 
providing plenty of shade 
when they are spending 
time outdoors 

* On hot days, limit your 
pet's exercise to the early 
morning or evening hours 
Also, keep in mind that the 
hot asphalt can burn your 
pet's paws 

Precautions 

- Learn to identify the 
signs of heat stress: heavy 
panting, glazed eyes, a rapid 
pulse, unsteadiness, a stag- 
gering gait, vomiting, or a 
deep red or purple tongue 
If your pet does become 
overheated, immediately 
lower his/her body tem- 
perature by applying cool 
(not cold) water over his/ 
her body, and giving small 
amounts of water or ice 
cubes. Most importantly, 
get immediate help from a 
veterinarian. 

* Teach your dog how to 
get out of your pool. Like 
people, many dogs like 
cooling off in pools. Even if 
your dog can swim, tragedy 
can occur if he/she does not 
know how to exit the pool. 
This can be prevented by 
showing your pooch how to 
enter the pool via the stairs 
and guiding him or her back 
out. Never leave your pet 
unattended aropnd a pool. 

* Make sure that your pet 
is always wearing a collar 
with an updated identifica- 
tion tag. Even if your pet 
has an implanted micro- 
chip, as of late 2003, animal 
shelters and humane socie- 
ties may not have a univer- 
sal scanner that can read 
every brand of microchip. 

* Spay or neuter your pet 
in order to prevent un- 
wanted puppy or kitten lit- 
ters. Although this is a year- 
round concern, the spring 
and summer months 
heighten the need for spay- 
ing and neutering because 
animal shelters often be- 
unwanted puppies and kit- 
tens. Other benefits of spay- 
ing and neutering include a 
greatly reduced risk of can- 
cer and reduced potential 
for aggressive behavior in 


your pet. 


becomes paralyzed. 

It seems to me that there 
are individuals in this coun- 
try who are being oppressed 
by those in our society just 
as other minorities through 
the ages were: today’s men- 


tally ill. The reason for this - 


is, of course, stigma. Stigma 
is usually as “an 
invisible mark of disgrace or 
dishonor." However, stigma 
in our culture seems to 
mean the banishment of 
people whose conditions are 
thought to be so fearful that 
they deserve their fate. 

n facing the stigma and 
shame that surrounds men- 
tal illness, we are tested by 
many challenges. We are 
victims: of social stereotyp- 
ing and must take a decisive 
response to our dilemma. 
We must take risks to move 
on with our lives 

We have found that re- 
covering from a mental ill- 
ness requires us to endure 
neighborhood, and, in 
many cases, family scorn 
and slander, while we try to 
heal. This is perhaps more 
painful than the illness it- 
self. We must continue to 
fight every day of our lives, 
the universal battle against 
ah ores We know all too 
well that the only thing 
worse than getting mental 
illness is having mental ill- 
ness. We must continue to 
negotiate our recovery in 
the face of monstrous dis- 
crimination. 

Suffering from stigma 
occurs every time we are 
shut out, kept out, disre- 
garded, disrespected, and 
second-guessed because we 
are considered inferior, less 
intelligent, or perhaps too 
"unsanitary" or too 
"dangerous" because of our 
particular "mental misfor- 
tune." 

Several years ago, a 
writer with mental illness 
wrote a book about what 
she had to endure trying to 
find her elusive place in 
society. She echoes the 
same question that’s on the 
minds and hearts of every 
mental health consumer 
who has had to endure 
years of cruel, inhumane 
stigma: "Is there no place 
left on Earth for me?"

My “fearless crew," Marilyn 
Filemyr, and I sailed the first windward leg before the 
start and found that the wind was swinging to the W and 
sometimes to the NW. So it was clear that the starboard 
tack was going to be lifted. The Lasers got off all right, but 
the Championship Fleet start had a general recall. (The 
PRO calls for a general recall when there are too many 
boats are over early to recall individually.) 

By the time our 5-minute period started, the wind had 
swung NW and the committee boat was heavily favored. 
The ideal start would be on the starboard tack just at the 
committee boat, but that was also true for the other five 
boats in our Masters’ Fleet. About one minute before the 
start we sailed parallel to the line on the port tack, and 
when we could just weather the committee boat we 
tacked onto starboard. As we approached the line, Peters 
came roaring down in the "barging” position. We warned 
him off and he went behind us. (Except in the last 30 sec- 
onds before the start, the committee boat is considered an 
obstacle, and a leeward boat has to give a boat "sea-room”" 
to clear that obstacle. In the last 30 seconds that rule is 
suspended, and a boat trying to nose in between the lee- 
ward boat and the committee boat is "barging" and has no 
right to claim room.) 

I thought we had the start, but Rissell in "Nemesis" had 
a bit more speed and was able to establish a "safe- 
leeward" position on us. Then he was able to work his 
way to windward enough to destroy our air, and we were 
forced to tack away onto the unfavorable port tack. We 
stayed on that tack only long enough to clear our air and 
tacked back onto starboard. Luck was with us and we got 
a bir better air and a better tine on the mark and were first 
around the mark by several boat lengths. We had to jibe 
around the offset mark and the spinnaker-raise was to 
windward. We normally pull the jib all the way in to pre- 
vent the spinnaker from being blown between the mast 
and the forestay, but this time it was not all the way in 
and "Fearless" had to climb up on the foredeck, gather the 
fouled part of the chute in her arms, and toss it out in 
front of the forestay 

This cost us some of our lead, and Nemesis was hard 
on our heels. We held the lead around the first leeward 
mark and then tacked immediately onto starboard, hoping 
for the previously experienced lifts. All the other boats in 
our fleet that I could see held the port tack towards 
Blakeslee Point. As we approached Zepp's Point on Tur- 
key Neck, we ran into a hole and sat there while four

-—~“hfter we were moving again, we decided to stay over 


on the Blakeslee shore for the rest of the second windward 
leg. Because the wind was so up and down and shifty, we 
were now sailing in the back of the i ip Fleet 
and I could not tell where the other Masters’ Fleet boats 
were. As we crossed the finish line, I thought at first that 
we had won, but then I realized that Thagard had done a 
horizon job on the rest of the fleet; we were second. Never 
give up! 

On Sunday morning we were having breakfast out on 
our deck when I saw the wind bend the tall white oaks. 
It's my rule of thumb that it takes about a 20-knot puff to 
bend these trees, and I knew right away that sailing for us 
old guys was unlikely. Sure enough, the wind was about 
10-15 knots, but the puffs looked to me to be over 20. The 
Masters’ Fleet gathered at the Turkey Neck Sailing Club 
and decided not to sail. The PRO set a start in the slot 
between Turkey Neck and Thousand Acres, and started 
the Lasers. There were, however, three-foot waves run- 
ning and the committee boat anchor was slipping. The 
PRO wisely decided to abandon all races. 

Some results of note: Anne Graham placed third in the 
Laser Firecracker regatta against tough competition. 
There were a lot of Kemps getting trophies; Ted won the 
June Series, with Mike Belmonte up, and his son and 
daughter-in-law, Ed and Alice, came in second for both 
the Firecracker Regatta and the June Series.

Aging asphalt and unique 
shape make Chicagoland 
Speedway a fun place to race

hicagoland Speedway in Joliet, IIl., is 
one of the tracks often referred to as 
a “cookie-cutter” track because its 


1.5-mile racing surface is so similar to 
other mile-and-a-half tracks on the 
NASCAR circuit. But according to drivers 
like Rvan Newman, who won the 400-mile 
race at Chicagoland in 2003, it's altogether 
different than other tracks of the same 
length 

“It's kind of unique-in-the shape ofthe 
backstretch and the frontstretch,” 
Newman said, adding that as the pavement 
weathers, it’s also becoming a much better 
place to race than it was in 2001 when the 
Cup circuit ran there for the first time 

“The asphalt’s aging is going to make it 
much more conducive to getting multiple 
grooves and pass easier,” he said. “The way 
the aerodynamics are on the race cars 
right now, it’ll be easier with multiple 
lanes 

Kevin Harvick, who won the first two 
Cup races at Chicagoland, seems to have 
figured out the track better than anyone 
else 

“Chicago has been very good to us, and I 
think that comes from the very first test we 
had there,” he said. “Every time we’ve 
gone back, we've built on that and we've 
run well and been competitive, and that’s 
what we have to do.’ 

Dale Earnhardt Jr., who got his only vi 
tory of 2005 at Chicagoland last year with 
interim crew chief Steve Hmiel leading his 
team, admits that before last year’s race 
the odds of him returning this year as de 
fending champion were pretty long. He'd 
struggled throughout the first half of 2005 
after a major crew shake-up at his Dale 
Earnhardt Inc. team

associated with osteoporosis and other conditions. Two 
studies showed a possible positive effect of DHEA 50mg 


per day on the prevention 


of osteoporosis in healthy 


women over age 50. However, the studies were smail, of 
short duration, and did n@t consider calcium or vitamin D 


intake 


Eleven studies evaluated the effects of PTEs on the 
prevention and treatment of osteoporosis. Thesé studies 
yielded conflicting results. More studies are needed to 
fully evaluate the effects of Vitamin K, on the prevention 
and treatment of osteoporosis.

Dog Days of Summer 


e We don’t have central air con- 
Q aitoning in our home, just a 
small window unit that we put up in 
the summertime that keeps one 
room cool. The trouble is my dog 
“Max,” a long-haired shepherd mix. 
Even in the air-conditioned room, 
he pants all day and doesn’t have 
much energy. I fill his water bowl 
daily, and he drinks all of it. Do you 
know of any other ways to keep him 
cool? — Joyce in Providence, RI. 
A e They don’t call them “the dog 
edays of summer” for nothing! 
Max, like many pets in summertime, 
is cooling himself off as best he can, 
drinking lots of water and letting his 
tongue hang out (which helps lower 
his body temperature). Keep his water 
bow! filled, and throw in a couple of 
ice cubes every hour or so to cool it 
down even further. Some dogs love to 


just crunch up an ice cube by itself, 
too. 

Take Max for a walk early in the 
morning, or late in the evening, when 
the sun is very low. The exertion and 
fresh air may help him relax a little bit, 
and he may feel a bit cooler during the 
hottest parts of the day. Run fans in the 
non-air-conditioned parts of the house 
to increase airflow, and draw the cur 
tains on windows where the sun is 
shining brightly — this will lower the 
house temperature 

Max’s long, thick coat is another 
heat insulator. At the very least, comb 
him daily to remove excess hair. You 
might consider having a professional 
groomer clip his coat short for the 
summer it will grow back in time 
for cooler weather 

Summertime heat can be dangerous 
for all pets. Make sure they have plen 
ty of fresh water, good airflow and a 
cool place to rest, out of direct sun 
light. Never leave pets inside a car 
with the windows rolled up. Avoid 
walking pets on hot sidewalks, which 
can burn their paws

The Appalachian Region 
al Commission (ARC) has 
approved a $500,000 grant 
for Garrett County, Senators 
Paul Sarbanes and Barbara 
Mikulski announced this 
week 

“This grant will help in 
the completion of a new 
comprehensive business 
park, which will serve as an 
incubator for job creation,” 
said Sarbanes 

The federal funds, along 
with $2.5 million from state 
and local sources, will be 
used to construct infrastruc 
ture improvements at the 
proposed 100-acre McHen- 
ry Business Park 

“TThe project) will be 
developed on county owned 
property (the Whiteface 
Farm) off Bumblebee Road 
between the airport and 
Garrett College,” said Jim 
Hinebaugh, Garrett County 
Department of Economic 
Development 

Initial plans call for the 
site to have two sections 
an agribusiness entrepre 
neurial park (AEP) and a 
standard/traditional busi 
ness park, Hinebaugh said 
Construction at the site 
could begin in late 2007; but 
most likely, that will not oc 
cur until early 2008. Much 
work needs to be completed 
first, such as designs selected 
and permits acquired, he 
noted 

Specifically, the AR 
funds will be used for the 
design and construction 
of public water and sewer 
lines, a natural gas line, and 
conduits for electrical, fi 
ber optic, and broadband 
cables 

The AEP would provide 
infrastructure to assist private 
agribusinesses to establish 
value-added processing and 
marketing facilities. Those 
businesses could include

The park would also

is needed at all. It seems that there has been little 
consideration of, instead of a bypass, making im- 
provements to Rt. 495 for through traffic. This 
would tie in nicely and be far more in line with the 
north-south corridor coming into Grantsville from 
Pennsylvania, it would reduce through traffic flow 
through the Deep Creek Lake area and Oakland via 
U.S. Rt. 219, it would affect far fewer residents, and 
it would surely cost less than the $40-plus million 
estimated for the bypass. 

Needless to say, next Wednesday's meeting is an 
important one, not only forthe-purpose-of-continu- 
ing to voice concerns, but also to obtain the latest,

‘$ The forecast for Saturday was for winds "light and vari- 


, 
sable." That usually means pretty frustrating sailing, but in 
fact we had an east wind in the range of 2-7 knots. The 
wind was up and down, swinging sometimes to the north 
and sometimes to the south, but it stayed generally east- 
erly, and the racing was good. My regular fearless crew 
Marilyn Filemyr was still on safari in Africa, but I was 
fortunate to get Julie Powers (Barbara Elster's daughter 
and regular crew) on my boat. 

PRO Bruce Spinnenweber set a good course through 
the slot, and we got a reasonable start.

If you are wondering why your willpower wasn’t enough 
to keep you from indulging in your favorite sweets, and/or 
skipping workouts, willpower does not work. If you want 
to get in shape or lose weight, relying on willpower alone 
will only set you up for failure. By making basic behavioral 
changes, you are setting up a plan to help you reach your 
goals and stay on track. Here are some tips that can help: 

Set S.M.A.R.T. Goals — Try setting behavior-based objec- 
tives such as S.M.A.R.T. goals that cannot only help you 
stick with an exercise program, but can also be used in 
almost any aspect of your life. They are: Specific, Measur- 
able, Attainable, Realistic, and Time-bound. 

Make your goals measurable — not generic — like simply 
lose weight, or eat better, or exercise more. By doing this 
you can tell whether you are meeting your goals and adjust 
accordingly. Here are a few examples: | will go to the gym 
four times this week, I will take a walk during lunch break 
every day, or I will have three servings of fruits and four 
servings of vegetables today. 

Develop Behavioral Rewards — When starting a program 
or coming out of a relapse, it is important to use external 
rewards to keep you motivated. For example, if you meet 
your goal in two weeks, buy yourself a new workout outfit, 
or consider getting a massage, pedicure, or a couple sessions 
with a personal trainer. 

Set Cues and Prompts — By doing this you are changing 
your environment to be more conducive to exercise or to 
remind you to exercise. For example, lay your car keys on 
your gym bag. so. you. don’t forget.to.bring-it-with-you,-put 
home gym equipment in plain view in a room that you like 
instead of the basement, don’t have junk food in the house, 
or keep gym shoes in your car so you can walk whenever 
you get a chance. 

Self Monitoring - The more forms of monitoring, the 
better. Keeping a food diary and exercise log helps you see 
where you are slipping up on paper and can help you avoid 
a relapse,

* On July 19, 1799, in Egypt, a 
French soldier discovers a black basalt 
slab inscribed with ancient writing.

I know I’ve worn 
out my (and Donna’s) welcome, but 
I just don’t know anyone else who 
can take care of her, and I don’t 
want to leave her at a kennel where 
she may get stressed and ill. Help!

A . Jane, you're not alone with this 
eproblem — but fortunately, 
help is available in the form of profes- 
sional pet sitters. This is a fast-grow- 
ing industry with huge demand from 
pet owners, especially in big cities 
where people work fast-paced jobs 
that often require travel. 

You would benefit greatly by finding 
a reputable pet sitter who is able to 
watch Donna on short notice. Explain 
clearly the travel requirements of your 
job. In addition, if you take scheduled 
vacations eaclit year, let the sitter know 
about this as he or she can schedule 
you in several months ahead of time 
(some pet sitters in my area are 
booked solid through this year and 
beyond). ” 

A pet sitter will come to your home 
daily while you are away, spend a set 
amount of time with Donna, take her 
for a walk and give her food and water. 
The sitter will often collect your mail 
and water your plants, too. 

Look for a sitter who is certified 
through the National Association of 
Pet Sitters (www.petsitters.org), 
which provides standards and training 
for professional pet sitters to ensure 
that pets receive the best possible care 
while their owners are away.

A Maryland state law that 


non-govern- 


requires 
mental employers with at least 10,000 workers to 
spend a minimum of 8 percent of payroll on health 
care, or pay the difference in taxes, was overturned 
yesterday by a federal court judge. The law was 
known as the Wal-Mart health care law because 
Wal-Mart is the one and only non-government em- 
ployer in Maryland that has at least 10,000 employ- 


ees. 


The basis for the law being struck down as an- 
nounced by Judge Frederick Motz is that Wal-Mart 
would have to handle benefit payments differently in 
Maryland from any other state, which would be fi- 
nancially injurious to the company, and also because 
of the federal Employee Retirement Income Security 
Act, which renders invalid any state laws which im- 
pose health or welfare mandates on employers. 

Regardless of these stated reasons, and regardless 
of what one's opinions about the multi-billion-dollar 
retail giant Wal-Mart may be, the judge made the 
right decision for at least one other reason. That is 
that government should not have the right to man- 
date that any employer provide health care benefits 
to his/her/its employees. It does not matter if that 
employer is Wal-Mart, which rakes in billions of dol- 
lars, or the little guy who runs the mom-and-pop 


grocery store on the corner. 


If government really wants to do something about 
the health care crisis in this country, then it should 
get some guts and pass some good, fair legislation 
meaningful tort reform, for example — instead of try- 
ing to pass the buck and lay the problem on the 
shoulders of business owners. 

Should Wal-Mart provide health care benefits to 
its employees? Absolutely. So should the guy who 
runs the mom-and-pop grocery, at least to some de- 
gree. But in a society that prides itself on free enter- 
prise,.among other things, government.should_not 
have the authority to mandate it. 

(As an aside, and for those who might be wonder- 
ing, the company that publishes this newspaper does 
provide health care benefits to its employees.)

_Donald Davis of Grants- 
ville recently donated 
$10,000 to the Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
Foundation in the name of 
his longtime friend, Darrell 
Chester "Cari" Loughry. 

Born Nov. 27, 1924, in 
Vindex, Loughry was the 
son of the late William 
Loughry and Nina (Knox) 
Loughry Pettit. 

Although legally blind, 
as a youngster Loughry be- 
gan tinkering with electron- 
ics and by high school he 
was repairing radios, televi- 
sions, and other electronics. 
This hobby grew into a ca- 
reer that would last 
throughout his lifetime. 

Loughry and Davis first 
met in 1950 in Apollo, Pa., 


Davis’ hometown, when 
Loughry moved into town 
to work for a Christian ra- 
dio station. "We both 
played country music and 


and I just stuck with him.” 
Following a_ three-year 
stint at the radio station, 
Loughry opened a radio 
and television sales and re- 
pair shop in town, but be- 
gan devising plans to start 
his own radio station. This 
dream began taking shape 
after the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission  ac- 
cepted his application. 
Loughry continued oper- 
ating the repair shop until 
enough capital had been ac- 
cumulated to start the pro- 
ject. It was then that Lough- 
ry invited Davis, proprietor 
of Davis Construction, to 
move with him to Frostburg 
and build his radio station.

emorrhoids are rarely a matter of life or death, 

but they can make some people’s lives seem 

unbearable due to possible symptoms of pain, 

itching, swelling, bleeding 

and protrusions. Symptom- 

atic hemorrhoids are one 
of the most common complaints a physician 
evaluates..The_problem—is—undiseriminating; 
it can occur in both men and women of any 
age. Often, hemorrhoids enlarge and become 
increasingly bothersome with age. Reports 
estimate that at least 50% of individuals over 
the age of 50 have some form of symptomatic 
hemorrhoids. 

Many patients try to doctor their own 
hemorrhoids; they spend over $100 million a 
year on nonprescription remedies. Many are 
able to control their problem by increasing the 
fiber content of their diets, maintaining normal 
weight and avoiding straining during bowel 
movements. Patients who have hemorrhoids that 
don’t respond to self-care measures should consult 
a physician. Not all rectal growths are hemorrhoids, 
and although rectal bleeding is not necessarily a sign 
of colon cancer, it should be evaluated to rule out 
the possibility. 

Hemorrhoids may be 
subject for most people, but it no 
longer has to be a painful one. There 
are now new techniques that can be 
performed in the privacy of a physician’s office, & 
curing the condition quickly, safely, painlessly, © 
and with no downtime. 

Non-surgical options 

“Hemorrhoids, also known as piles, are 
masses of dilated veins in the anus or in the 
mucous membrane of the rectum,” explains 
William W. Mark, Jr. M.D. “Among factors 
contributing to this condition are heredity, 
nutrition, occupation, pregnancy, exercise, 
coughing and constipation. Hemorrhoids are 
rated in severity by four degrees, and classi- 
fied as external or internal by their location. The extent of the 
disorder determines the treatment.” 

Lesser hemorrhoids may require no treatment but more 
extensive ones may need surgery. There is, however, a large 
group of people who have moderately severe hemorrhoids. 
They can be treated in an office setting using gentle, effective, 
non-surgical methods such as rubber band ligation and a new 
method called Infrared Coagulation. 

Fast gaining popularity among surgeons and the patients 
they treat with this new method, Infrared Coagulation is an 
offshoot of laser technology. 

“With the use of an Infrared Coagulator (TRC), we can 
zap away hemorrhoids by using a pistol-like probe that emits 
bursts of infrared light energy lasting between 1.5 and 2 sec- 
onds each,” describes Dr. Mark. “This pulsed light causes the 
blood within the knot of hemorrhoidal tissue to clot. The hem- 
orrhoid then shrivels up and dies. 

“The treatment is virtually pain-free and requires no anes- 
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thesia. Some patients report feeling a brief sensation of heat 
during the treatment. Patients are saved the expense of hos- 
pitalization, and they typically only need two or three office 
visits lasting about 15 minutes each. The most 
likely candidates for IRC are those patients who 
have bleeding internal hemorrhoids, prolapsing 
| internal hemorrhoids and small external hemor- 
- rhoids.” 

pe | Since its government approval in 1984, IRC 


Pe has been used successfully 
a Rectum by over 10,000 physicians in 
the United States. Physicians 
praise it as a procedure that does not provoke 
bleeding or require sutures, but reduces, infec- 
tion risk and allows patients to return to normal 
activity immediately after treatment. In 90-95% 
of patients treated with IRC, their problem is 
cured with no recurrence of growth in the same 
site. 

In some cases, doctors prefer another innovative 
treatment method called rubber band ligation. 
“This procedure is especially effective for sec- 
ond degree hemorrhoids, 
which are those that 
protrude at defecation 
but contract spontaneously,” notes Dr. Mark. 

“Third degree hemorrhoids, which pro- 
_} _trude but must be replaced manually 
to their original position, also respond 
well to rubber band ligation.” 
Oo Another non-surgical method for the re- 
2 moval of hemorrhoids, rubber band ligation 
A involves a tiny flexible band, which is placed 
around the pile, where it tightens, deplet- 
ing the blood supply to the area. Deprived of 
blood, the growth shrinks. In only one or two 
office treatments, the troubling condition is 
resolved.

cl In both the IRC and rubber band ligation 
procedures, patients can return home with 
little or no discomfort after treatment, and they do not have 
to miss a day of work. 

Other methods for treating hemorrhoids include sclerosing 
injections and cryotherapy. In cases in which very large inter- 
nal and external hemorrhoids exist, a hemorrhoidectomy may 
be the best option. 

“There is no single treatment for all hemorrhoids; the phy- 
sician must evaluate each patient individually,” concludes Dr. 
Mark. “The good news is, with the advances in modern medi- 
cine, we can offer more comfortable, less-invasive treatments 
for a variety of hemorroid conditions. An office visit to your 
physician may produce a new, simpler, non-surgical answer to 
a very old and common problem.”

« Last week, I asked Dakota, my 15-year-old grandson 
if he wanted to go see Superman with me. "Yeah, right,” 
he said, "I'm gonna go watch a guy fly around in tights for 
two hours; I don't think so." He must have been waiting 
just to bust my chops with that comment because he 
seemed mighty pleased with himself. He also told me he 
didn't know anyone who wore their underwear on the 
outside of their pants. (Yuk it up dude). Well, in this day, 
when the 'Devil wears Prada,' anything goes, including a 
few remake of Superman. 

Now I've been following Superman since the 50s when 
i first started reading Dell Comics and tried to fly out of 
the Mimosa tree in our side yard. I liked this movie more 
than all the others and let me tell you why. 

First, the script by Michael Dougherty and Dan Har- 
ris, really takes hold of the Superman story and adds a 
few new wrinkles to the plot. In this version, Superman 
(Brandon Routh) has gone into space for five Earth years 
in an attempt to find survivors/evidence of Krypton, his 
long lost home, and when he returns from the cosmos to 
his job at the Daily Planet as Clark Kent, he finds his 
planetary soul-mate, Lois Lane, has not only hooked-up 
with another guy, she has a young son. 

If that's not enough to trigger the guy's emotional 
Richter scale, then there's the other strand of the plot 
that's brewing. Lex Luthor (Kevin Spacey), and his dark 
crew, invade Superman's crystal enclave in the frozen 
lands of the north pole. Luthor wants more than revenge, 
he wants power, wealth, and control, and the knowledge 
he discovers at Superman's ice fortress will give him what 
he wants beyond his wildest dreams 

It's a double whammy that's ringing with Jungian ar- 
chetypal themes: The lone hero who must face and over- 
come scores of physical and emotional challenges in order 
to survive and grow; the lost orphan without a home 
Struggling to find his/her place in the world; the evil ma- 
gician who opposes good; the magical child who suddenly 
discovers his new powers; the rejected martyr, the hum- 
ble, hated, and fallen savior, the phoenix that rises from 
the ashes, and the lovers who rekindle their passion. All 
of these archetypal themes are not new. They've been 
done before in other Superman movies 

What makes this movie unique are the performances, 
the pacing of the story, the script, the visuals; and the spe- 
cial effects. Routh must have been channeling Christopher 
Reeves when he took this part. It's down right eerie how 
much Routh sounds like Reeves both as Superman and 
Clark Kent. In one scene at the Dailey planet, when Clark 
does his nerdish wave to Lois and her husband, Richard 
White (James Marsden), I could have sworn it was 
Reeves 

But Routh moves beyond the similarities and takes his 
Superman character to new emotional depths. He's believ- 
able as a man/demigod struggling to come to terms with 
his emotions around his ancestors from space, his role as 
4 savior, and his desire for human love. Kate Bosworth 
scores big-time as a self-confident modern woman trying 
to move on with her life in the face of enormous emo- 
Gional complexities. (Her love for the Man of Steel and 
her commitment to her partner.) The Lex Luthor por- 
trayed by Kevin Spacey reminded me at times of ine brii- 
Giant, sociopathic serial kilier that Spacey played in Seven. 
Spacey's Luthor, at times, has that serial killer's same 
calm, amused sense of remote detachment that can sud- 
denly warp into violence, vengeance, and hatred. Frank 
Langella was perfectly cast as Perry White, and James 
Marsden, as White's nephew and Lois Lane's husband, 
won my sympathies. 

The opening galactic visuals are stunning and set the 
tone for the idea that Earth folk and Galactic Folk are 
about to come together. Bryan Singer, who directed X- 
Men 2, paces the action, allowing the audience enough 
time to sort through and appreciate the emotional under- 
its OF the Characters as are impacted by unex- 
pected events. 

So my job this week will be to convince my grandson 
that the "Man of Steel" doesn't wear “Prada,” and that he 
should look beyond the tights and the red short-shorts and 
set aside the oh-no-not-another remake of Superman atti- 
tude, and go see this movie.

LOCAL FLYING SCOT SAILORS SURVIVE 
DIRECT HIT BY TORNADO IN MASSACHUSETTS 
by Charles Buffington 

Sailboats were dismasted and overturned when a tor- 
nado tore through Marblehead Harbor and crossed the 
docks of Corinthian Yacht Club in Massachusetts, site of 
the 2006 Flying Scot North American Championship. 
There were no deaths or serious injuries to the 140 sailors, 
including 12 from Deep Creek Lake, but only 14 of the 64 
Flying Scots were still upright after the twister blew 
through on the afternoon of July 11. 

It was a close call. The sailors had finished a race and 
returned to harbor just minutes before the storm struck. A 
line of powerful thunderstorms had passed north of the 
coast during the afternoon and were thought to be safely 
out of range. But suddenly, the sky grew dark and the 
wind increased to 20 mph out of the west. A wall of rain 
appeared, accompanied by lightning and golf-ball size 





jail; then continuous lightning that was very close, ac 
mpanied by deafening thunder, horizontal rain, and 
zero visibility 


"My ears started popping like crazy,” said Harry Car 
penter, local sailor and owner of the Garrett County com- 
pany that manufactures the Flying Scot sailboat. Two 
minutes later visibility increased somewhat and a cry 
went up from people brave enough to be standing by the 
windows of the clubhouse, "The boats are gone!" 

Well, not exactly "gone," as it turned out, just upside 
down at moorings or flung up and over the docks by the 
wind — estimated to have been 100-120 mph. And not just 
sail boats, but sizeable motor boats that were in the path 
Of the twister were capsized or sunk as well. 

My wife Sarah and I were the last boat into the dock 
We'd visited an island with nesting sea birds on the way 
back from the race course and tied up briefly in the small 
harbor of a YMCA camp on the island while what we 
thought was the major storm passed to the north. Then 
we'saited the mile orso-over to Marblehead Harbor, land 
ing at the dock in gusty wind, rain, and hail. As a result of 
this delay, we left the dock only minutes before the twister 
[hat was entirely too close for comfort," Sarah 
said later. Our boat lost its mast and rigging, but the hull 
survived with only a few dings, a testament to how well 
the boat is built 

Because of extensive damage to boats and docks, the 
regatta was cancelled. This was unfortunate, because 
Harry Carpenter, sailing with his son Jimmy as crew, was 
im first place in the standings after three qualifying races 
His boat was dismasted, as were about 15 others, includ 
ing the boat of Deep Creek Lake sailors Stephanie Mahan 
und her husband Bruce Lothrop 

Other local! sailors fared slightly better. Dave and Jane 
Mahan's boat was out of harm's way on a distant moor- 
ing; Don and Barbara Griffin’s boat capsized, but they 
lost only a new sail which hadn't been working very well 
amyway; and Melanie and Bill Dunham's boat came 
through unscathed 

"It's a miracle that no one was killed or injured,” said 
Don Hott of Keyser, W.Va., a former Scot sailor who has 
sailed in or attended every championship since the first 
yne 49 years ago. "If that thing had come through while 
the boats were racing, it would have been a real disaster," 
he added

clubs worked late into the evening righting boats and un- 
tangling the mess of overturned hulls, broken masts, and 
tangled rigging at the dock. The next day was flat calm — 
hot and sultry. Boats and parts of boats were towed piece- 
meal to nearby Eastern YC where they were reassembled 
as effectively as possible. At the end of the day, a pile of 
bent and broken masts and booms littered the side of the 
pier. 

A painting in the Peabody-Essex museum near Marble- 
head shows 18th century sailing ships and "water spouts," 
the marine equivalent of tornados, yet local sailors said 
this was an extremely rare event. Rare or not, a number of 
us used up one of our "nine lives” in this near miss and 
are extremely grateful to be able to tell you about it rather 
than being in the obituary section of The Republican. 


SAILBOAT RACING AT DEEP CREEK LAKE

Those of you who follow the adventures of Dan Muss in this 
column every week will understand when we claim that he is still 
out on the lake searching for the offset mark.

Of interest in the Scot Masters Fleet, we noticed that 
Frank Meehan, sailing with his grandson Tayler sailed 
well off the course after rounding the leeward mark.

that she had not rounded the offset mark. (We wonder if 
she saw Dan Muss out there in the mist still searching? ) 
Therefore, Jim Munford with Patty Copeland crew was 
first, Ed Kemp and wife Alice were second, and the 
Crawford family was third.

However, in the process, the mark ended up a little 
farther to leeward (south), making the port end even more 
favored. The result was two general recalls. Finally after 
the third start, only one boat was over early, and the race 
got underway 

We noted that Joni Palmer took over Ryan Schubert's 
boat with crew Carrie Dodd and Scot Parry, We suspect 
that some serious coaching went on to help Ryan's crew 
get ready for the Sears Cup competition. They finished 
second. Ray Gauthier and Charles Buffington were first, 
and Dick Gregory with daughter Alison Felix was third. 

The finish of the Challenger Fleet offered some excite- 
ment. Ed Kemp and wife Alice were just ahead of the 
fleet..IIn-order-to-aveid-a-taek-onto-port-and thereby tose 
right of way, they elected to pinch up and clear the com- 
mittee boat by a whisker.

THE POWER 


In ancient times, there seemed to be an 
intimate connection between words and 
things, or between names and the persons or 
things being named. For example, in the 
Genesis account of creation, God creates by 
mere divine utterance. He says, "Let there be 
light," and there is light. Likewise, when God 
gives Adam the honor of naming the animals, 
he is allowing Adam to establish their identity 
once and for all. Or consider the story in the 
27th chapter of Genesis where thinking that 
Jacob is in fact Esau, Isaac mistakenly gives 
Esau's firstborn birthright to Jacob. And, even 
when Isaac realizes the mistake, and sees that 
he has been tricked, he cannot simply undo 
what he has said. The utterance of the 
blessing is the blessing, in the same way that 
God's divine utterance created the world. 
Continuing in the New Testament, we see 
this strong connection between words and 
things. In the prologue to the Gospel of John, 
we are told that "In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God." (John 1.1) In modern times 
although we have somehow lost this vital 
connection to our language, we all

Another warm weather hazard is exposure to certain outdoor 
plants that can cause a severe allergic skin reaction. Three well- 
known outdoor plants responsible for such reactions include 
poison oak, poison ivy, and sumac. It was recently reported that 
approximately 50 million Americans experience allergic reactions 
to these plants each year. Typically the allergic reaction included a 
rash that covers a large portion of the skin, blisters, swelling, and 
significant itching. All of this occurs as a reaction to a sticky sap in 
these plants called urushiol. Reactions can occur following plant 
exposure when urushiol starts penetrating the skin, especially in 
areas of the arms, legs, and face where the skin is the thinnest 

The best thing to do if exposed to one or more of these plants 
is to wash the exposed areas immediately with rubbing alcohol, 
before a sap penetrates the skin, if possible Washing se same 


number of over-the-counter topical medicines are used 0 relieve 
the itching and inflammation associated with plant allergies 
Ingredients in these products typically include hydrocortisone, 
calamine, pramoxine, camphor, menthol, and benzethonium 
if the reaction is severe, oral steroids and/or oral 
antihistamines may be prescribed

And I’m giad to see you print 
her remarks. It is time for the public 
to realize that if they keep buying 
from low-cost people (they are not 
breeders), they will keep up the sup- 
ply. If there is no demand, then they 
won’t produce these poor little crit- 
ters. Responsibility is on both ends 
of the dog world. If the public 
demands responsible breeders, they 
will get them. Thank you. — Mar- 
garet S., via e-mail 

DEAR MARGARET: You're wel- 
come, and I’m glad to see readers 
agreeing with Rebecca on this issue. 
Supposedly purebred puppies sold at 
cut-rate prices tempt many potential 
pet owners. But buying one of those 
cute critters is an expensive gamble — 
and the odds are stacked against the 
buyer. 

Making an impulse buy through a 
want ad, at a flea market or at a pet 
store means you don’t know the envi- 
ronment that puppy was raised in. You 
don’t get a look at its parents. You 
have no idea what the puppy’s actual 
age is. Even if the puppy isn’t ill from 
being raised in a dirty, cramped envi- 
ronment without proper nutrition or 
veterinary care, it could have inherited 
genetic conditions (such as hip dys- 
plasia or deafness, which affect cer- 
tain breeds). And the next thing you 
know, the deal you got on that cut-rate 
puppy isn’t so great — now that 
you're shelling out money to the vet 
for unexpected, extensive treatment. 

Before deciding on a new dog, take 
the first step toward ending bad breed- 
ing practices by going to www.akc.org 
and learning about responsible breed- 
ers, and how to choose the best — and 
healthiest — dog for your family.

STEM CELL LEGISLATION 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. In Congress, they’re considering several different bills 
about stem cell research, and President Bush has threatened to 
veto one, but not another. It’s really confusing. Can you clear 
up just what is going on? 

The entire battle in Congress has to do with ESCR, 
that is Embryonic Stem Cell Research. There is a very impor- 
tant medical distinction between Embryonic Stem Cells and 
Adult Stem Cells. Research in this entire field has advanced 
greatly in recent years 

The term “stem cell” refers to a type of cell that is capa- 
ble of turning into various other kinds of cells. This char- 
acteristic means the stem cell is pluripotent. When you 
have such cells, they can be used to treat certain diseases 
by replacing the defective cells that are impaired because 
of the disease. Stem cells exist throughout the body, in 
such places as bone marrow, but in other organs as well 
It is even possible to scrape off a little skin and find some 
stem cells 

rhe trick is to find a stem cell that can turn into any 
type of cell in the body; that type is called fotipotent. Its 
great versatility would enable lots of different treatments 
Therefore, researchers have paid attention for decades to 
various possible ways to obtain fotipotent stem cells 

For quite a while, it was believed that the only such 
cells would be those of human embryos, because .an.em 
bryo starts from a single cell and grows eventually into an 
entire human being. It is reasonable to think that by ex 
perimenting on embryos, you might be able to extract 
cells that could cure people of many diseases. This idea 
has attracted some Hollywood stars and gotten lots of 
publicity 

Che part about “experimenting on embryos” is what’s 
wrong with this notion. Many people object to this on the 
moral grounds that such experimentation would destroy 
very tiny human beings. However, about half the people 
in America don’t consider embryos to be true human be 
ings, and that’s why there is controversy 

One bill, HR 810, (known as the “Castle” bill, after its 
sponsor) would allow taxpayer money to fund such ex 
perimentation. It passed the House of Representatives 
months ago and just recently passed the Senate. President 
Bush has said he will veto it. Of course, private companies 
can still do as they like with private funds 

Meanwhile, there is an alternative, which is likely to be 
approved by Congress, and which avoids the entire con 
troversy, by staying away from human embryos entirely 

Adult stem cells have been used to treat diseases for 
decades, and in recent years many new treatments have 
been successfully tried (69 and counting so far). Because 
of such medical progress, people with spinal cord injuries 
are walking around today; blind persons have had cornea 
transplants; the list goes on and on. Within the last few 
years, advancing research has discovered a new technique 
of “reprogramming” an adult stem cell into a fotipotent 

one that can become almost any other cell. This accom 
plishment is very significant, because it achieves exactly 
what was earlier believed to be possible only with embry 
onic stem cells. What has happened is that research pro 
gress has changed the playing field dramatically in a short 
period of time. It is no longer necessary to obtain cells 
from human embryos to have the very flexible cells 
needed to treat diseases. Therefore, there is no longer any 
need to go down the path of ESCR, because adult stem 
cells can do the job instead 

The legislation authorizing this alternate stem cell re 
search is HR 5526 = S 2754, sponsored by our own Con 
gressman Roscoe Bartlett. It is very likely that this bill will 
also pass both houses of Congress. If so, President Bush 
will be able sign this morally acceptable bill, and stem cell 
research will go forward with federal sponsorship 

The TV media has some catching up to do. Currently 
they toss around the terms “stem cell,” “adult stem cell, 
and “embryonic stem cell” carelessly, never bothering to 
draw important distinctions. Polls show that most Ameri 
cans favor stem cell research, and therefore TV announc 
ers gloss over the differences and assume people want to 
allow experimentation upon embryos. One additional 
source of confusion is that the blood in umbilical cords is a 
rich source of stem cells. Medically, those are classified as 
adult stem cells, but most people erroneously assume such 
cord-blood stem cells are a variety of embryonic stem cells, 
because umbilical cords are associated with babies 

The legislative battle in Congress may be over by the 
time you read this. The important thing to remember 
about it is that the “either/or” assumption is no longer 
valid. We don’t have to curtail medical progress, or 
choose between conflicting goals. ESCR is no longer nec 
essary at all, because it is now possible to achieve (with 
adult stem cells) the capability that was sought in the first 
place

Notice of Intent to Establish a Total Maximum Daily 
Load for Sediment in the Non-Tidal Waters of the Little 
Youghiogheny River in Garrett County, Maryland 

Section 303(d) of the federal Clean Water Act directs 
states to identify and list waters, known as water quality lim 
ited segments (WQLSs), in which current required controls of 
a specified substance are inadequate to achieve water quality 
standards. For each WQLS, the State is to either establish a 
Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) of the specified substance 
that the waterbody can receive without violating water quality 
standards, or demonstrate that another program or action will 
achieve water quality standards or that water quality stan 
dards are currently being achieved 

The Little Youghiogheny River (basin number 05-02-02 
02), was first identified in the State’s 303(d) List by the Mary 
land Department of the Environment (MDE) as impaired by 
nutrients (1996), sediments (1996), bacteria (2002) and im 
pacts to biological communities (2002). This document, upon 
EPA approval, establishes a TMDL for sediments in the non 
tidal waters of the Little Youghiogheny River to allow for the 
attainment of the beneficial use designation. A data solicita 
tion for sediments was conducted by MDE and all readily 
available data from the past five years are considered. A 
TMDL for Carbonaceous and Nitrogenous Biochemical Oxy- 
gen Demand to address the nutrients listing has been ap 
proved by the EPA (2000). The listings for bacteria and im 
pacts to biological communities will be addressed separately 
at a future date 

The TMDL sets the maximum load limit for 
substance. The TMDL also reflects load allocations to point 
sources, nonpoint sources and a margin of safety that ac 
counts for uncertainty in the procedures used to estimate the 
TMDL. Once established by the State, the TMDL will be 
ject to approval by the United States Environmental Protec 
tion Agency (EPA). The established TMDL will support meas 
ures needed to attain water quality standards in the 
portion of the Little Youghiogheny River

DNR Euthanizes 
Black Bear In 
Garrett County 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
Wildlife and Heritage Ser- 
vice (WHS) euthanized a 
nuisance black bear near 
Deep Creek Lake State Park 
last Thursday. 

The female bear had a 
multi-year history of avoid- 
ing nonlethal conditioning 
techniques, and had been ac- 
tive again in the DCL State 
Park campground since May 
of this year.

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A "Done Deal?"... 


An amazing demonstration of technology and the 
science of physics is happening today along Memo- 
rial Drive just outside Oakland, as an entire house is 
being moved some 180 yards to a new location. The 
house weighs approximately 190 tons and is 109 feet 
long, corner to corner. Despite being moved uphill 
and around a turn, the moving experts guarantee 
that there will not be as much as a crack in the plas- 
ter or in the stone fireplace. Using a couple dozen 
hydraulic jacks attached to large wheels and oper- 
ated by highly sensitive electronics, the house is 
inched along, uphill and downhill, all the while be- 
ing kept perfectly level. The owner was told, in fact, 
that he could place a glass of water on a table in the 
house, and it would still be there when the move is 
completed. Incredible. 

Setting aside the amazing display of human inge- 
nuity, the moving of this house seems to make it 
pretty clear that the Oakland bypass project is a go, 
no matter what, because that's why the house is be- 
ing moved. It is apparently a "done deal." The 
county commissioners, while individually admitting 
to some concerns about the project, continue to defer 
to the mayor and town council of Oakland, which 
unanimously supports it. Barring a change of heart 
by Oakland officials, which is greatly unexpected, it 
seems inevitable that the bypass is going to be built. 

he efforts of those opposed to the bypass have 
certainly not been in vain, however, and this is not 
to suggest that they should give up their quest. As 
was stated in the column a few weeks ago, it is be- 
cause of their efforts that the project has been at least 
modified to the good. The best example is that High 
Street is no longer going to be dead-ended on each

To the Editor 

The benefit of prompt, 
reliable mail delivery could 
be coming to an end for the 
citizens of Garrett County 
The fact is, the United 
States Postal Service has 
announced a plan to con- 
solidate the Cumberland 
postal facility and move 
operations all the way to 
Frederick. 

Nearly two years ago, 
the USPS told the Cumber- 
land office that all the mail 
was going to be moved to 
Frederick. It was not a mat- 
ter of "if," but rather of 
"when." That time is rapidly 
approaching 

For the citizens of Gar- 
rett County this will mean 
serious disruptions to the 
mail service. We will likely 
see mail being collected 
earlier and arriving later in 
the day, even into the eve 
ning or night. It means 
probable delays of up to a 
week in the time it takes to 
send and receive our mail 
Checks and important med- 
ications may not reach their 
destination when they are 
needed. Credit ratings will 
feel the brunt of late bill 
payments, and birthday 
cards and gifts will arrive 
late. Business owners will 
suffer from slower and less 
reliable mail service 

[The consolidation will 
have a profound, detrimen- 
tal affect on our local com- 
munity. Yet amazingly, the 
citizens of Garrett County 
were not even consulted 
Washington is defending 
this ill-advised plan by sug- 
gesting it is more efficient, 
even though they cannot 
supply any real evidence to 
support this claim. Nineteen 
congressmen across the 
country have already ex 
pressed concerns about con 
solidation plans, noting a 
recent General Accounting 
Office report that criticized 
the consolidation strategy 

As so often happens in 
Washington, the consolida 
tion plan was developed 


because it helps big corpo 
rate special interests who 
already pay lower mail ser- 
vice fees. Advertising mail- 
ers who presort their mail 
will be able to send more 
mail, faster, for less. The 
bottom line? These power 
ful companies are using 
their lobbyists to cut their 
costs at the expense of the 
rest of our communities 

The workers at the Cum- 
berland post office have

Greetings from, well, ome. Sorry it took me so long to 
write the final chapter in my great adventure. I got home 
the last part of June and really have been on the go since 
then. 

We had an interesting trip from Iraq to the United 
States, that's for sure.

The difference between Kuwait and Iraq is like night 
and day. Being in Kuwait is like being back home — fast 
food places, Internet, basketball courts, and lots of other 
forms of recreation. We finally got a flight out of Kuwait 
on the 14th of June, and had an airline ride on which 
nothing went right. 

Our first stop was Germany to refuel and stretch our 
legs. It is about a six-hour flight to Germany from Ku- 
wait, and we were to stay there for about two hours. After 
reboarding, the air conditioner on the airplane broke and 
we were stuck there for six additional hours. The plane 
was fixed and we were on our way to Bangor, Maine, to 
refuel. Again, we were to be there about two hours 

After landing, we were told that since we were delayed 
so long, the flight crew needed to sleep, so we got stuck in 
Maine for over eight hours. Then we began our final leg 
to Camp Shelby, Mississippi, where our journey started a 
year before. Total time was over 36 hours from leaving 
Kuwait to getting to Camp Shelby. We were beat 

At Camp Shelby, we were given briefs on homecom- 
ing, medical information, our entitlements, and other 
things that we needed to know. All of our paperwork was 
checked and rechecked, and we were checked and re- 
checked. We had a good many off days, waiting to get 
into our out-processing, which was great. It gave us time 
to go into town, and hang out with each other. We were 
able to kick back, relax, and get readjusted to being a civil- 
ian again 

We left Camp Selby, after everything was finished, for 
our final leg home. We flew into Pittsburgh and were 
bused back to our home armory in Somerset, Pa. There 
we got a homecoming, none of us could believe. There 
had to be 500 people lined up along the road and waiting 
at the armory for us. It was great, that's all I can say. I was 
without words 

After a few weeks of being home, I decided it was time 
to go back to work. I want to thank everyone for all of the 
support. It always seemed that when I was down in the 
dumps, I would get a nice letter from someone back 
home 

I also enjoyed writing these articles. | wanted to let 
people know the real story of what was going on over 
there. Now, being home, I see why people think things 
are going badly over there. It is bad; war is bad; bad 
things happen. But it's war, and we are winning. It's just 
going to take time and willpower. We have to stay the 
course 

Well, this is it 
around Oakland

Saturday at about 9 a.m. there was a strong westerly 
wind blowing and kicking up white caps in the "slot" be- 
tween Turkey Neck and Thousand Acres. White caps 
generally form at a breeze of about 15 mph. By 11:30, as 
the fleet was getting ready to depart for the race course, it 

had calmed down some, but there were still some tough 
squalls blowing through. Several of the masters fleet 
(skippers over 65) hesitated, but most ventured forth. 

The race committee at DCL uses a battery-powered 
electronic device known as the "Ollie" to time the race- 
starting sequence. The official time is controlled by flags 
dropping, but most sailors set their watches by the horn 
which sounds as the flag drops. The four fleets start five 
minutes apart. The skippers are used to a five-minute horn 
(the previous fleet start), a four-minute preparatory, a one- 
minute warning, and then their start 

Saturday the automatic "Ollie" horn had laryngitis. A 
pitiful bleep could hardly be heard. Nemesis finally got a 
watch started at the one-minute warning, and was head- 
ing down the line toward the committee boat on port tack 
with the fleet coming at him with right-of-way on star- 
board. But a good puff of wind carried the fleet towards 
the port end of the line, and Nemesis ended up with a 
perfect start on the starboard end of the line, which was 
favored 

he late Sandy Douglass, designer of the Flying Scot, 
when asked his secret to winning races, often said, "Get 
out in front and stay there." Nemesis got out in front, but 
couldn't stay there when it counted. In the masters fleet,

SHA Reinforces 
Laws Regarding 
Campaign Signs 


As the fall primary and 
general election campaigns 
begin, the Maryland De- 
partment of Transporta- 
tion's State Highway Ad- 
ministration (SHA) reminds 
candidates about the laws 
and regulations that govern 
all signs along state road- 
ways. No advertising or 
campaign signs are permit- 
ted within state rights-of- 
way, which includes medi- 
ans, shoulders, or on exist- 
ing traffic sign structures. 

Illegal placement of these 
signs presents a potential 
safety hazard by distracting 
drivers, obstructing their 
vision and sight - distance, 
and impeding SHA mainte- 
nance crews during routine 
operations. Generally, resi- 
dents and business owners 
can determine the right-of- 
way line by utility pole 
placement, which indicates 
the boundary, noted an 
SHA spokesperson. 

As of Saturday, July 22, 
signs may be placed on 
property outside of state 
rights-of-way, which  in- 
cludes the start of early vot- 
ing on Sept. 5 and the 45- 
day period prior to the Sept. 
12 primary election date. 

Unsuccessful + primary 
candidates must remove 
their signs by Sept. 27. All 
signs must be removed by 
Wednesday, Nov 22, 
which is 15 days after the 
Nov. 7 general election 

Signs on private property 
do not require a permit, but 
must be placed with the 
property owners’ permis- 
sion; no signs are permitted 
within the state rights-of- 
way along interstate high- 
ways or designated scenic 
byways. Maintenance crews 
will remove illegally placed 
signs and hold them at local 
maintenance shops for a

Vitamin D Strengthens Bones 

It is well known that we need both ca/cium and vitamin 
D in our diets to prevent fractures and maintain good 
bone health. One function of vitamin D is to maintain 
normal blood levels of calcium and phosphorus 
Researchers have looked at the role of vitamin D alone as 
a player in bone health. One study concluded that 
100,000 IU (international units) of vitamin D given every 4 
months significantly reduced fractures in the elderly 
when compared to those taking a dummy drug. The 
vitamin D group experienced a 22% reduced fracture rate 
of any bone within the first year of the stdy, while fractures 
in the hip, wrist, forearm, or vertebrae experienced a 
reduced risk of around 30% 

Vitamin D only supplements are too concentrated for 
children. However, supplementation with a children’s 
multivitamin that contains vitamin D is recommended for 
children and infants who are breastfed or children who do 
not consume at least 16 ounces of fortified milk or formula 
daily. Supplements are also necessary for individuals 
with limited exposure to sunlight, and those who have a 
reduced ability to absorb dietary fat, since vitamin D is a 
fat soluble vitamin

Heat Stroke: A Summer Time Hazard 

As more people move outdoors for various activities during 
the summer months, the threat of iliness related to heat increases 
Specific threats include heat stroke, heat exhaustion, and heat 
cramps. The most threatening is heat stroke, a medical 
emergency that can cause death if not properly managed. Health 
experts define heat stroke as a body temperature of 106°F or 
higher that is associated with neurological dysfunction. One form 
of the condition occurs in young persons who are involved in 
strenuous physical activity. The other, called nonexertional heat 
stroke, occurs in older persons who are sedentary and often have 
one or more chronic health problems. The Nationa/ Centers for 
Health Statistics indicates that over 300 deaths occur each year 








Prevention includes avoidance of strenuous activity during 
the hottest part of the day, drinking plenty of liquids, avoiding 
alcohol, and wearing hats and light colored and loose fitting 
clothes when outside. Treatment starts with getting the individual 
into a shady, cool area and applying cool or tepid water to the skin 
In the emergency room, physicians may reduce the temperature 
by various methods. If the person affected is unconscious, 
supplemental oxygen may be administered along with

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Strawberry Production Field Day Set 
For Next Thursday At Garrett College 


by Willie Lantz 

Nothing is sweeter than 
eating ripe strawberries 
right from the plant. That 
idea is but a thought, as 
most of the local strawber- 
ries are past their produc- 
tion time. Most of the 
strawberries planted in this 
area of the country are 
June-bearing varieties that 
produce fruit during the first 
part of June. 

While this is a_ long- 
awaited and anticipated 
event for some people each 


year, Dr. Harry Swartz, a 
University of Maryland 
plant scientist, is working 
toward bringing local straw 
berries to consumers 
throughout the summer 
months 

The idea of producing 


during the summer is not 


new. It requires the use of 
day-neutral (ever-bearing) 
strawberry varieties. The 
problem in the past has 
been that these varieties 
have had low yields with 
small fruit size. Dr. Swartz 
has been working to de 


velop ever-bearing varieties
